The FBI should not be involved in bickering be­ 
tween bra nches of the government. 
Tha t Is not a 
proper pa rt of its Job. If the executive a nd legisla tive 
depa rtments must ca rry on spy a nd spite work, they 
should consider it benea th the dignity of the FBI, As 
fa r a s the public is concerned, interdepa rtmenta l bick­ 
ering is on the sa fne pla ne a s Kentucky feuding a nd 
police sta te snooping. 
The FBI deserves something better a t the ha nds of 
politicia ns tha n to become involved in their endless 
bickering over petty issues of privilege a nd prestige.

WE a re a ll fa milia r with the fa ct 
the wounds hea l by the forma tion 
of sca rs. 
Sometimes, 
pa rticula rly 
in people of the da rk a kin ra ces, 
hea ling is a ccompa nied by a n over­ 
growth of sca r tissue, known a s 
keloids 
A keloid is a t first deeply loca ted 
in the a kin. It ha s a firm, rubbery 
feel a nd often ha s a smooth red or 
pink top. 
It is usua lly limited in 
its size by the a rea of the sca r. 
Injury to » kin 
Keloids moqt often follow injury 
to the skin, opera tion, boils, or 
trea tment with a n electric needle, 
but they ma y a lso a rise in a ppa r­ 
ently norma l skin. 
Sometimes, when they a re loca ted 
over the surfa ce of a joint, keloids 
ma y be thick enough to intertere 
with its motion. Otherwise, itching, 
a nd a burning sensa tion due to the 
pinching of nerves, a re the chief 
discomfort» ca used by keloids. 
Just why some persons a re sus­ 
ceptible to the development of th*je 
growths is not known, nor does 
there seem to be a ny a dva nta ges in 
the preventive mea sures ta ken be­ 
fore or a fter the opera tion to keep 
the keloid from developing. Thus, 
the trea tment is limited to stopping 
the growth or ca using it to become 
sma ller a fter it ha s teen discovered. 
This 
is 
importa nt 
beca use 
the 
ea rlier the 
trea tment 
is ca rried 
out, the more successful it will be. 
If the keloid ha s been present for 
a long time a nd ha s become firm 
a nd ha rd, the best trea tment seems 
to cut it out, If the edges of the 
skin ca n be sa tisfa ctorily brought 
together. If a new keloid then re­ 
curs in the a rea , immedia te trea t­ 


ment with X-ra y will usua lly bring 
sa tisfa ctory results. Sometimes, skin 
gra fting ma y be necessa ry to cover 
the a rea from which the keloid ha s 
teen removed. 
The X-ra y trea tments a re given 
a t interva ls of a bout three weeks, 
for a tota l of three trea tments. If 
this does not bring sa tisfa ctory re­ 
sults, the trea tment is repea ted 
a fter a period of three months. In 
the usua l ca ses, two such series of 
trea tment a re required. The a mount 
of X-ra y necessa ry to get rid of 
the keloid is, a s a rule, well below 
the a mount which would do a ny 
da ma ge to the norma l skin. 
It ha s been noticed tha t keloids 
on the fa ce a re more resista nt to 
trea tment tha n those on other pa rts 
of the body. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWER» 
A, R.: Wha t would ca use the liv­ 
er to enla rge? 
Answer: An enla rged liver comes 
from ma ny ca uses, such a s infec­ 
tions of va rious types, ma la ria , ty­ 
phoid fever, tumors, ga llstones, or 
congestion, due to the poor condi­ 
tion of the hea rt.

Registration 
command is 
Vernon J. Birkhimer 
of 
R. D. 3, 
Salem. 
Working in La Cambe and Mar- 
igny on the Normandy peninsula of 
FTance, Birkhimer served as super­ 
intendent of the temporary U. S. 
World War II military cemeteries in 
those communities. 
He arrived home accompanied by 
his wife, son and two daughters, 
who had joined him in France. The 
family resided in private homes in 
La Cambe and St. Lo, while over­ 
seas. 
Graves Were Guarded 
Birkhimer’s job consisted of han­ 
dling the visitors and next-of-kin 
who came to the f emeteries of the 
American dead. He was a direct rep­ 
resentative of the commanding of­ 
ficer of the Registration command. 
*He was in charge of the soldier 
guards, on duty at all times at the 
cemeteries. 
The La Cambe lot contained 4,300 
American bodies, while the Marigny 
cemetery had 3,000. Since Birkhimer 
went to FTance the two cemeteries 
have been closed, in preparation for 
the removal of the bodies to the 
states and for transfer to permanent 
cemeteries. 
The closing of the lots terminated 
Birkhimer’s duty. He resigned to re­ 
turn home to continue work in the 
cemetery field. 
The Salem man reported the won­ 


derful attitude of the French, who 
showed their gratitude to the dead 
Americans by placing flowers on 
the graves at regular intervals. 
The entire repatriation program 
and the operation of all U. S. over­ 
seas cemeteries is in charge of the 
Quartermaster General's office. The 
office maintains the cemeteries by 
hiring foreign labor. 
Birkhimer was associated with his 
father, Joseph, 
superintendent 
at 
Grandview cemetery, before leaving 
for France. He was appointed to 
his position in the summer of 1946 
by the Army.
